MATH  AND  SCIENCE 

A  student  interested  in  math  may  take  courses  all 
four  years.  Either  General  Math  or  Algebra  I  and  II 
is  required  for  freshmen.  Sophomores  elect  Plane 
Geometry  in  which  problems  and  proofs  concerning 
figures  in  one  plane  are  studied. 

Juniors  wishing  more  advanced  math  may  enroll 
in  Advanced  Algebra  where  emphasis  is  upon  roots 
and  powers,  logarithms,  and  quadratics.  Solid 
Geometry  in  which  theorems  condern  three-dimen¬ 
sional  figures  may  also  be  elected.
